lint numberless host whose sentinel 
\ ntch is never done, whose aims are 
never laid down, whose warfare per- 
mits of no discharge, and in whieli 
there is never an armistice until they 
lill on the field of battle — the great 
limy of mothers! 

We hail thera to-day and do them 
honor. They are a sacrificial host, the 
prreat givers and suflterers of the race. 
We never see a strong man striding 
foith in his strength for whom some 
mother has not suffered and given of 
}]er strength. We never see a bloom- 
ing girl with rosy cheeks and laugh- 
ing eyes and bewitching curls for 
whom some mother has not gradually 
faded and given of her own bloom and 
beauty and youth. 

They bleed that we may be blessed, 
they keep watch that we may rest and 
^leep, they suifer and ofttimes die 
thit we may live. 

Our mothers are our comforters in 
qoi low and the healer.s of our hearts 
wiien they are hurt. When the little 
child cries with loneliness in the dark 
nnd still night, and sobs and moans 
ind icaeheF out little hands and arms, 
it s for mother. 

Comfort, Counsel and Healing 

When it is hurt it runs to mother 
Tnd finds in her kiss its balm and in 
the warmth and tenderness of her en- 
cii cling arms its comfort for all fear 
md grief, and healing for every 
vound. 

When the big, foolish, awkward boy 
has a problem that perplexes, a hun- 
ger to satisfy, a shame to confess, or 
I triumph to announce he goes to 
niotlier, for she will understand. 

When the strong man is wearied by 
the toil and strife of life and his heart 
IS harassed by uncertainties and doubt 
he turns to mother and mother's God, 

And when at last death wrestles 
with a man and tightens its icy lin- 
gers upon him and mocks him and 
claims him for its own as his strength 
fails, how often his thoughts turn to 
mother! When stem old Thomas Gar- 
lisle lay dying he was asked if there 
was anything he wanted; turning his 
face to the wall the granite of his 
Scotch heart broke up, and the old 
man sobbed, "T want me mither." In 
the liour of death his heart turned 
as a little child to his mother. 

Here is the might and the respon- 
=ibility of motherhood. She can hold 
her children to goodness and God, not 
by force, but by aiTection, not by the 
compulsion of command, but by the 
compulsion of high and holy character. 

T have been asked how mothers can 
hold their boys and keep them in the 
nath.s" of rectitude and godliness and 
I can only reply to sucli questioning 
"Mother, you will help your boys, not 
so much by what you say as by what 
you are and what .vou do. Command 
their respect, their admiration and 
their love by loftiness and firmness 
of character, by patient steadfastness 
in well doing, by sweetness of spirit, 
by gentleness and graciousne.s.s of 
sneech, by the power of the Spirit of 
Christ abiding ungrieved in your 
cleansed heart, and though they may 
for a time wander away from you, yet 
unseen chains still bind them to you 
and, they will return, drawn back by 
mysterious cords of love and rever- 
ence." 

Abraham Lincoln's mother died 
when he was onlv eight years old, but 
^t the height of bin fame and power, 
he said, "All I am I owe to my angel 
mother," 

I had just passed my fifteenth birth- 



day and was away to school when one 
day the first telegram I ever received 
was handed me. 1 reail, "Cujiie home, 
come quick, mother is dying!" and 
when I got home -she Mas" dead. For 
the next twelve yeavs 1 had no home. 
I went off to school and college, but 
I received no home lettci's. When va- 
cation time came I saw the other stu- 
dents trooping to the train with laugh- 
ter, for they were going home; but 1 
stayed behind, for no home awaited 
me. But my mother'.s sweet face was 
ever before me. Her love-lit eyes were 
ever turned upon me, stCit seemed to 
me, and if ever I was tempted to evil, 
grief and reproach seemed to fill her 



so she may be if she loves God with 
all hir heart and seeks in all her 
words and ways to represent Him to 
her children. 

Some mothers are not worthy of the 
love and respect of their children. A 
little orphaned boy was committed to 
one of our Children's Homes and in 
its sweet and sacred atmosphere he 
was convicted of sin, but he said: "I 
can't get saved. When my mother was 
dying I spit in her face." 

Her wickedness had reprodnced it-^ 
self in her little boy and strangers had 
to undo the deadly work wrought in 
his poor little child heart by her sin.

The glory of motherhood is the 
glory of unwavering faith and undy- 
ing hope, A mother dedicated her 
baby to God and in prayer felt a 
conviction and assurance that he 
would preach the Gospel.

.ledicated you and God has called you 
to do His work. Return to the Train- 
ing College and continue your studies. 
We shall meet in the morning at home 
in Heaven." The dying mother for- 
got herself in her love for Christ and 
her holy ambition for her child.

Some 
time" ago I was in a city where i.s 
located a great State's prison. In my 
Meetings I noticed a sweet faced 
woman with silvery hair and the peace 
of God in her face. One Sunday we 
went to the great prison for a service 
with the prisoners and she was there. 
Her boy, I think he was her only hoy. 
had wandered away from home, fallen 
in with evil people and was shut in 
behind the grim prison walls. When 
the little mother heard the heart- 
breaking news all the tender love of 
her heart for her wayward boy burst 
into flame and she left her home in 
the north and came to this city to live 
that she might be near her son. And 
every Sunday she went to the prison 
to sec him, seeking to win him back 
to goodnes? and God. 
"You can never wear it out, mother- 
love is strong; 
It will live through sin and shame, 

hurt and cruel wrong; 
Even though the world revile and 

your friendships die. 
Though your hands be black with 
sin, she will hear your cry, 
And she'll love you and forgive."

"Tokio, in common with all large 
cities, lias the problem of the un- 
employed facing: its controlling autho^ 
ities, and it was but natural that 'The 
Army of the Helping Hand* should 
undertake to supply the needy with 
food, 

"Several of the men, when they re- 
reived invitation tickets, juriieiously 
distributed by Army Olflcers, had been 
three, in some instances four days 
without food. Others had walked from

Women's Social Work in Canada West 

An Interview with Brigadier Annie Park, 
Women's Social Secretary 



'PHE Women's Social Secretary, Bri- 
-■■ gadier A, Park, ha.i just returned 
from a month's tour to the various 
Women's Social Institutions of the 
Territory. Much work of great inter- 
est has been crowded into that short 
space of time, as the "War Cry" rep-

resentative discovered while inter- 
viewring the Brigadier. 

Brandon was the first place visited, 
and the occasion was the celebration 
"of the Children's Home Anniversary, 
The children of the Home gave a 
splendid program and the money 
which they raised went toward the 
maintenance of the Home. 

Beautiful Sight at Regina 
At Regina the Brigadier found time 
to take part in the Meetings of the 
Corps — being at the Citadel on Sun- 
day morning, and No. II at night. The 
following day the girls of the Rescue 
Home were met, also the service girls. 
A tea was arranged by the Matron, 
Adjutant Pettigrew, and afterwards 
the Brigadier held a Meeting with the 
girls, at the close of which everyone 
present consecrated their lives to God. 
It was a beautiful sight to see these 
young women doing their iitmost to 
live good lives. The spirit of unity 
betiveen the Officers and the girls of 
this Institution is splendid and cer- 
tainly conducive in helping them to 
the utmost. 

At the Calgary Rescue Home Of- 
ficers are working day and night. The 
Home is now filled to capacity with 
patients and babies. At the Calgary 
Children's Home the Brigadier receiv- 
ed a right royal welcome from the 
children. Commandant and Mrs. Mut- 
tart had arranged a welcome tea and 
the children were highly excited. It 
was to be held at an early hour, and 
some of the boys had been kept in 



school, but as soon as they were re- 
leased by the teacher, they made for 
the dining-room as fast as their legs 
could carry them. All day, the 
thought of this special tea with the 
Briadi^r had been foremost in their 
minds, so they arrived on the scene 
just a little bit late with flushed 
cheeks and entirely out of breath for 
fear they should get there just too late 
to enjoy the good things. When it 
was announced later that the Briga- 
dier would pay them a return visit in 
the near future, the applause which 
the children gave was absolutely deaf- 
ening, and the Social Secretary tells 
us that she is still "in the dark" as to 
whether the applause was in antici- 
pation for the repetition of another 
good feast, or whether they really de- 
sire the pleasure of her company so 
much that they wish for a return 
visit. However, we believe it works 
both ways. 

Meetings at Calgary 

While in Calgary the Brigadier con- 
ducted Meetings at the Citadel and 
the No. II Corps. On Wednesday, she 
met the League of Mercy members in 
Council, together with the Social and 
Corps Officers of the city in the Chil- 
dren's Home. On the Thursday, the 
League of Mercy conducted the Meet- 
ing, after which the Brigadier handed 
them their Commissions for the year. 

Following the visit to these places, 
the Social Secretary relates that for 
the first time she visited the Coast. 
At the Vancouver Rescue Home, Ad- 
jutant McAulay and her assistants are 
working hard, 'Their one disappoint- 
ment is the Home is not large enough 
to cope with all the work nor accom- 
modate all the girls who come to 
them, but they are looking forward to 
the new Home which has been prom- 
ised them. The girls of this Home, 
also the service girls, were met at 
tea, and afterward a Meeting was con- 
ducted by the Brigadier. During the 
Meeting, eight babies, belonging to the 
girls, were dedicated. 

Victoria was the last place to be 
visited, and here the League of Mercy 
was met in Council and a profitable 
time was spent. 

Behind the Scenes 

There are a great many hours of 
toil and anxiety for the Brigadier, 
however, which no one knows anything 
of — things which are done behind the 
scenes, and which entail real self-sac- 
rifice. A prejudiced person would ask, 
"Is it worth it ? After all, does this 
anxiety and toil on behalif of these 
women and girls alter the course of 
their h'ves?" Unanimously we answer, 
if does! The following incidents prove 
thi.s statement. From one Institution 
the Matronpwrites; 

"We hav^ a number of girls who 
show every evidence of a change of 
heart. 

Lately we had a very pleasing ca.se 
of a young girl who, ill, without 



friends, unable to work, and on the 
verge of a collapse, through insuffi- 
cient or unsuitable food, was brought 
to us. We nursed her for Weeks before 
confinement and, with any doubt, 
saved her life. Her baby was born 
and her health improved greatly. The 
young man responsible was located, 
and they were married in the office 
here. 

Made a Great Impression 

"1 think that the fine wedding sup- 
per which we gave them made a great 
impression upon the young man. For 
a time after the marriage the young 
woman stayed here, and he, mean- 
while, went to the Divisional Head- 
quarters and enquired about 'joining 
the Army.' Needless to say, he was 
instructed on these lines, and has at- 
tended several Meetings. They are 
very happy together." 

A Matron from another Institution 
writes thus to the Women's Social 
Secretary: 

"A young woman in need and with- 
out money came to us. Her's was the 
oft-repeated story of betrayal hy the 
man she loved. She was a well edu- 
cated girl, but could no longer hold 
her position. 

"At first she was rather reticent, 
hijt gained confidence as .she lived 
with us from day to day. One day, at 
last she told me her story and gave 
me the whereabout of the man whom 
she at first had tried to shield, and 
when she had last heard from him. I 
was able to get into touch with him, 
so I requested him to come and see 
me. He at first resented my interfer- 
ence, but as I talked he became rea- 
.sonable; then I told him what 1 
thought to be his duty towards the 
girl. 

Married Next Day 

"They were married the next day, 
and he went away, promising to make 
a home for her and look after her. 
The young woman stayed with us, and 
when her baby was four months old, 
she wpnl to make her home with her 
husband. While in the Home she had 
become .soundly converted, so when 
she went to her own home she es- 
tablished the Family Altar. She is 
living a good Christian life and hopes 
to win her husband for God. I often 
receive letters from her, and she al- 
ways thanks God that she ever came 
into contact with the Army." 

Need we ask whether the unfortun- 
ate women are grateful for the 
Army's help, and for the way they are 
befriended in their darkest hour? The 
following incident shows that the 
kindness shown them is stamped in- 
delibly on their hearts.

His last message to the people of 
Winnipeg, given on the occasion of his 
farewell for Toronto, was one of cour- 
age and encouragement. He recalled 
his arrival in Winnipeg in 1883, and 
the opinion he then reached as to the 
future of the West. "I have not 
changed my opinion since," he said. 
Citizens of today, who had seen the 
unparalleled development of the West 
in the past 40 years had, he said, 
reason to be even more optimistic 
about the future. "With one proviso," 
he added, "that we forget all petty 
differences and work together." 

Sir Augustus was knighted by the 
King in 1916 and it was generally un- 
derstood the honor was conferred as 
a result of his work on behalf of the 
Manitoba Patriotic fund, and for the 
generous aid he had given to philan- 
thropie and patriotic causes right 
from the outbreak of the war. 

He was held in esteem and affection 
by all sections of the community and 
his death is a cause of widespread re- 
gret. 

To Lady Nanton and the family we 
extend our heartfelt sympathy and 
pray that the God of all comfort may 
console them in their hour of grief.

Tcine^dcm has begiin to enlarge ii-s 
acreage, not at the expense of its 
neighbors but by redemption froni the 
sea. In the midst of its flat pastures 
and windmills lies the Zuyder Z«e, a 
ijreat lal^e or ba,v covering more than 
2,000 square miles opening into the 
North Sea threugh a gap about nine- 
teen miles in width. In earlj- times 
this bay was a comparatively small 
lake surrounded by marshe-s but at 
various intervals, especially in the 
twelfth century, great floods enlarged 
its borders to a larffe but shallow sea 
ranging in depth from ten to twenty 
feet. Propo^^ls to drain this area 
were offered generations ago, hut re- 
centlj- the m.itter was taken up in 
earnest.
